"The o< eau,” he said, “is the ele 
moot which might contain such condi­ 
tions. 
The organization of the ocean 
fits it to sustain life better than any 
other environm ent, 
and

mental charactertisties of the ocean 
also encourage the evolution of active 
life; 
“Variations of tem perature in the 
ocean from various causes arc* slighter 
than in any other matter.

see every degree of developm ent from 
the highest to the lowest forms of 
life.
